On the, other hand, certain Kinase of 
business thrive as never before and 
there are manufacturers who reap 
enormous profits and have grown sud- 
denly rich. I know of a man who had 
‘Made a quick fortune in pickles, and 
of others who became wealthy in al- 
most no time by producing the innu- 
merable substitutes for the necessities 
of life. Whatever is not under govern- 
ment control—pickles are not, nor are 
the imitation bouillon cubes, the imita- 
tion tea, the imitation eggs, and the 
imitation what not besides—offers a 
fine chance for money making. 

Quite wonderful at first glance -is 
the boom ih jewels, antiques, and pic- 
tures. They bring immense prices. 
The demand exceeds the supply. But 
the reason is not far to seek. People 
who are making money hand over fist 
out of the war cannot lavish it on 
clothes; the government controls 
clothes. They cannot lavish it on food; 
the government controls food. They 
cannot lavish it on festivities; all 
social jollifications have ana taboo 
since the outbreak. of. war. So the 
money goes for jewels, antiques, ~~ 
pictures. 

As is natural, huge prosperity at- 
tends the manufacture of supplies for 
the army. In rare instances some ad-
